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FOOTBALL A NUISANCE? 



Robert M. Hutchins, noted American spokes- 
man for the anti-progressivist movement in edu- 
cation, hos a certain-to-be controversial article 
in today's issue of Sports Illustrated. 

"College football," he says, "is on infernal 
nuisance." 

Always one to practice what he preaches, 
Hutchins was responsible for pitching intercolle- 
giate football out of the University of Chicago 
when he was president of that institution. 

This greet educator never fails to provide the 
public v/ilh the full philosophical background be- 
hind any of his actions. The present cose is no 
exception. Big-time college athletics, he says, 
hamper a university's efforts to become the kind 
of institution it should aspire to be — "one de- 
voted to education, research; and scholarship." 
• ' Hutchins does not attack sport as such; lie is 
all in favor of it, but mokes it clear what he 
thinks its place should be : "We Americans ore 
the only people in human history who ever got 
sport mixed up with higher education " 

He adds that no other country looks to its 
universities os a primé source of athletic enter- 
tainment: "I believe that one of the reasons why 
we attach such importance to the results of foot- 
ball gomes is that we hove no clear idea of what 
0 college or university is. We can't understand 
these institutions, even if we graduated from one; 
but we can grasp the figures on the score board." 

Attacking the necessity of competing in the 
open market for ployets, Hutchins points out that 
university presidents cannot holt this corrupt 
practice' without running afoul of prominent 
alumni with endowment-available money. 



His hope for o solution to the universitys' di- 
lemna lies in the slow but steady progress of pro- 
fessional football, to the point where people will 
no longer, pay to see college football. He longs 
for^the day when students will come to college to 
study, and alumni will believe "that this is some- 
thing a nprrnol, red-blooded, young American can 
properly do." 

Hutchins' reasoning is sound, and v/e con sym- 
pathize with his desire for universities to attain 
a high educational level. 

But we object to the tone of his remarks: "We 
Americans ore the only people in human history 
who ever got sport mixed up v/ith higher educo- 
tior^." ; 

Surely Americans ore entitled to be different 
if they want to be? There is no reason why Ame- 
rican — and Canadien — universities should not 
be "mixed-up" with sport. 

It is not sport that universities must fight: it 
is the danger of too much emphasis being placed 
on sport that must be fought. Some American 
universities have apparently 'fought a losing bat- 
tle in this respect, bringing despair to the hearts 
of Hutchins and other thinking people. 

McGill, fortunately, has not been bothered with 
this sort of thing. Study is study and football is 
football, and studying comes first no matter how 
much fun fôotboll may be. 

We will not hurt ourselves by continuing on 
interest in football. Our "campus spirit" stems 
from McGill's own worthy name. Football is but 
a demonstrotion of this spirit.

On Tuesday night, Alexander 
Brott conductcil a performance of 
Bach's last work, The Art of the 
Fugue, in an arrangement by Le- 
onard Isaacs. Mr. Brott is ob- 
viously devoted to this work, and 
his performance had so much 
evidence of this enthusiasm that 
it would seem almost on affront 
to eriticlzo it; at all times the 
music was intensely affecting, 
completely belying both tradi- 
tion and the rather terrifying pro- 
gram^ describing the fugues, 
which prepared the listener for a 
dry setting forth of all the 'tricks 
of fugue writing in a logical or- 
der. 

However,! felt that in some as- 
pects of . the music, Mr. BrotVs 
energies were a little misdirected. 
A tendency toward romantic swell- 
ings and heavings is understand- 



.t)le, considering the emotional 
luality of the score, but the effect 
on the listener is Infinitely en- 
Itanccd when the work is played in 
a niediotive way, with little or 

no dynamic shading. 

The conductor's ideas about the 
piece are well thought out and 
honest; I though the effect could 
have been increased by the more 
moderate use of the stock nine- 

cnth century devices of swell and 
slowing up, but the fact remains 

hat the Impact was enormous on 
everyone there. (A choral from 

he St. Matthew Passion was 
played with a placid beauty at 
the beginning of the program in 
memory of the late Dr. A. H. S. 
Glllson, a former patron of the 
llusic Society of McGill, and pro- 
cessor at the University.)
